Brown slams 
Congress, defends 
FBI snooping 

CHICAGO (Reuter). — General 
George Brown, the outspoken chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, was 
yesterday quoted as criticizing 
Congress for meddling In foreign af- 
fairs and as defending spying on U.S. 
citizens by federal agents. 

"The Chicago Son-Times'' said 
that in a secret address to high- 
ranking military officers and 
government officials last May, 
General Brown also expressed fails 
desire to sell sophisticated weapons 
to Egypt aad said that Israel was 
stronger than the U.S. in armoured 
ground forces. 

"The Sun-Times" published the 
remarks in a story by Israeli car- 
toonist and journalist Ra'anan 
Lurie, who said portions of Brown's 
address had been confirmed by the 
Defence Department. 

Brown was quoted as saying that 
Congress “seems very much to me 
Uke a man who Is klbhltzfog a chess 
game and occasionally reaches In 
and moves a piece and thereby 
screws it all up."

T9*£ "Washington Poet" wrote that 
the government is holding up action 
on about f6b. in U.S. arms sales to 
foreign nations in on undeclared 
moratorium that has been In effect 
I since the Administration took office.

Lebanon peace 
force mandate 
is extended

The Arab League Council yester- 
day approved Lebanese President 
Elias Sarkis’ request to extend the 
mandate of the predominantly 
Syrian Arab Peace-Keeping Force In 
Lebanon for another six months. 

’Die council allocated $90m. to 
finance the coming term of the 
80 , 000 -man force, which was assign- 
ed last November to end Lebanon’s 
20-month civil war. Arab League 
members pledged to cover a similar 
deficit for the force’s first six-month 
term, which expires In mid-April. 

The league council also approved 
another request by President Sarkis 
for the extension, by two months, of 
a four-nation Arab commission 
charged with helping resolve civil 
strife in Lebanon. The commission Is 
made up of Syria, Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait. 

Indications last night were that the 
commission would steer Syrian i 
troops Into disarming PLO bastions, , 
as well as Christian militia concen- , 

trations to prevent further turmoil — 

Including a Christian threat to 
attempt to set up a state of their own 
in a partitioned Lebanon. 


Alloii sees little new in 
Brezhnev’s talk on M.E.

The one "positive element” in 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev's 
Middle East peace proposals last 
week was his insistence that the par- 
ties to the conflict agree between 
themselves on the arrangements for 
Its solution. Other than that "impor- 
tant point," Foreign Minister Ylgal 
All on told the Cabinet yesterday, 
Brezhnev did not veer from long- 
established Soviet positions on the 
Middle' East. 

Moreover, despite his talk of 
agreements between the parties on 
details, the Soviet leader sought to 
lay down very specific conditions for 
a settlement, including territorial 
conditions which Israel could not 
accept, Alien noted. 

Brezhnev also spoke of peace in 
terms of an end of belligerency 
rather than of the meaningful nor- 
malization of relations that Israel 
(and the U.S.) has in mind, he said.

Dockers cut norms by 
another 25 per cent

HAIFA. — Dockers here again scoff- 
ed at back-to- work orders yesterday, 
reducing their output by 25 per cent 
to an “old norm," and loading about 
a third of the citrus they could han- 
dle If working full speed. 

Alter fceing. told by the port 
management that their go-slow was 
a violation of the back-to-work 
orders, issued last Wednesday, the 
men worked to the norms included in 
their old contract, which was replac- 
ed by a new work agreement three 
months ago. The "old norm" la 25 
per cent lower than the post-contract 
"new norm," which they had decid- 
ed to fill on Friday. ’ 

Still, the dockers expressed hope 
that last night’s meeting — Involving 
the Ports Authority, the Hlatadrut 
and the dockers' representatives — 
would reach a settlement which 
would bring their work back to full 
capacity. 

A record 22 gangs yesterday were 
assigned to citrus loading, but they 
handled only about 90,000 cases, one 
third of their capability. Other 
cargoes got the same treatment 

Not a single ship was able to sail 
from the peart yesterday, while the 
queue of ships. In Haifa Bay grew to 
20, with 17 more inside the port 

The morning shift got off to a late 
start. The dockers were furious 
about suggestions that the army, or 
the farmers, take over loading 
operations. They spent some time 
telling each other how they felt about 
the possibilities , until their works 
committee calmed them down and 
assured them that port jobs would be 
protected. Apparently to prove it 
was not Intimidated, the committee 
ordered reduction of the work tempo 
to an old norm. 

A little later in the day, Hagai 
Blnyaminl, the coordinator of the 
Emergency Committee of Northern 
Area Farmers formed in Nahalal on 
Saturday night (story page 2), an- 
nounced that a force of 500 able- 
bodied men was ready to move into 
the ports, if necessary, this morning, 
"accompanied by a thousand strong 
covering force." 

Blnyaminl said he hoped "It won't 
be necessary, but we must get the 
citrus moving." The Haifa dockers 
committee subsequently agreed to 
meet a farmers delegation, after the 
Tel Aviv meeting with Hlatadrut 
leaders and the Ports Authority 
director. 

While the pace of work on the 
quays was leisurely, the office of 
port spokesman Fair Bar-Mhshlah 
was buzzing with activity. 
Newsmen, Israeli and Foreign, kept 
his phone ringing with questions; at- 
taches from foreign embassies rang 
for Information; TV crews and 
cameramen from various countries. 
Including ail three U.S. networks, 
asked to photograph the go-slow. A 
German TV crew. In the country to 


make a film on Israels economy, 
took the opportunity to shoot the 
dark side of labour relations. 

By last night, the dockers seemed 
less angry. Asked whether they 
would resist the entry of farmers to 
take over fruit loading, most said: 
"We ’ll welcome them with orange 
juice." 

A couple of hours of back-breaking 
work in the ships* holds, the dockers 
said, would make the farmers 
"realize" they “can't move the fruit. 
They can’t do it, and we’re ready to 
change jobs with them any time. We 
hear they don't earn so badly in their 
groves." 

The dockers' earnings, which used 
to be among the country's highest, 
have been eroded by six years of "pf- 
flcial wage policy” labour 
agreements, an Informal Jerusalem 
Post survey disclosed. 

The average monthly gross pay in 
the port — Including dockers, 
tradesmen and clerks — now stands 
at around XLS.000. The dockers' 
monthly basic pay averages from 
IL2.800, to a top of IL2.800 gross, 
premiums add another 55 per cent, 
bringing their total, before taxes, 
into the ILL ,260 — IL5.700 range. 

At the height of the winter citrus 
export season, a worker — If he Is 
willing to risk his back and work 
several overtime shifts — can make 
as much as ILLO.OOO a month for a 
very limited period. 

To achieve this, he probably must 
pay the price of back trouble, as 
most of the men have done. 

Each case of produce mutt be 
handled separately, a technique that 
has not been Improved since the 
start of the century. 

Yitzhak Oked adds from Ashdod : 

Striking Ashdod dockers were 
working at 40 per cent of their 
capacity yesterday. Port officials 
said if the slowdown continued, port 
activity would grind to a halt in two 
days.

TEL AVIV. — There was still no 
solution to the dock workers' strike 
here late yesterday, in spite of deter- 
mined efforts by all sides to reach an 
acceptable compromise and avoid 
the need for some drastic solution to 
be Imposed by the Government. 

Representatives of the port 
workers stressed, however, that they 
"would not tolerate" the reactiva- 
tion of the ports by the army, grove 
owners or farmers. 

At 10 p.m. last night, the dockers 
made it dear during negotiations 
with the Ports Authority the 
Hlatadrut that, they would allow no 
outside Interference regardless of 
the consequences. The negotiations 
had started in the central com- 
mittee’s meeting room on the fifth 
floor of the Eflstadrut building three 
hours earlier. 

A specially appointed Cabinet 
' committee, chaired by the Prime 
Minister, was watching the situation 
and was seen ready to convene 
should the talks fail. (See below) 

Earlier yesterday evening, 
Hlatadrut sources had hopefully In- 
timated that they expected to be able 
to announce the end to the dispute. 
But they also said (and repeated 
- later) that they could not moke any 
new concessions, that the best the 
Histadrut could do would be to 
repeat Its original offer of a four to 
five per cent wage hike, equivalent 
to the hike to be offered to all In- 
dustrial and manufacturing 
workers. 

"They haven't even begun to 
negotiate yet" The Jerusalem Post 
was told at 10 p.m. "All that has 
happened so far is that the sides 
have reiterated their standpoints — 
and they are still wide apart." 

Participating in the negotiations 
were representatives of the dock 
workers, the Ports Authority and the 
Hlstadrut’s central committee. 
Hlatadrut Secretary-General 
Yeruham Meshel presided. 

Earlier, Meshel said that the 
Hlatadrut' will "withdraw Its 
patronage" from the dock workers If 
they continue their go-slow actions 
today. 

Representatives of the dockers 
were Invited to a late meeting of the 
Histadrut' s central- committee after 
Its executive committee had, earlier 
in the day, authorized the 
"withdrawal" of Histadrut 
patronage from the union unl ess th e 
workers returned to the fold! It was 
not dear what this withdrawal would 
entail. 

Trade union' -circles were con- 
vinced that there would be a positive 
outcome to last night's meeting, giv- 
ing the dockers the necessary "face" 
to backtrack, ostensibly motivated 
by patriotism, regard for their fellow 
workers and the national economy. 

What made the situation par- 
ticularly critical was the possibility 
of a clash between farmers and 


dockers in the porta today. 

The farmer* — including the 
private as well as cooperative sec- 
tors — were reported raising an “ar- 
my" of 500 “loaders" and an ad- 
ditional 1,000 men to protect them. If 
necessary, against interference by 
the dockers. The possibility of a 
clash with fellow workers Is believed 
to be the most convincing argument 
the Histadrut had to offer. 

■ The Agricultural Centre yester- 
day demanded that the Government 
and the Histadrut “effect the Im- 
mediate resumption of fruit loading 
(in the parts)." 

The Agricultural Centre asked the 
Histadrut to exert Its full authority to 
convince the port workers to return 
to regular work schedules. 

If the Histadrut appeal to the 
dockers is not met' by a positive 
response, the Agricultural Centre 
stated it would demand Histadrut 
support for the reactivation of the 
ports by the agricultural sector 
itself. 

It was reported that currently 
there are two and one-half million 
cases of citrus piled up in the ports. 

Meanwhile, the president of the 
Manufacturers, Association, 
Avrah&m "Bum a ' Shavit, yester- 
day called on the Hlatadrut not to do 
anything which would encourage the. 
workers to break a labour contract 
they had signed. He also called on 
the Government to enforce a regime 
"of law and order," and pointed out 
that “it the productive parts of the 
country are forced into an in- 
tolerable position (due to labour 
troubles in the services), the 
Association would take steps to see 
that production continued and that 
exports reached their destination." 

Hlatadrut offer 

By 0050 this morning, the 
negotiations between the Histadrut 
and the dockers were still deadlock- 
ed, The Histadrut made a unilateral 
offer that a special committee be ap- 
pointed to investigate the wage 
structure at the ports and that 
special compensation be paid for 
1977 within the framework of the pay 
increases proposed for industrial 
workers. As to Eilat, negotiations 
will be completed and a wage agree- 
ment signed within two weeks. 

These offers are conditional on the 
men going back to work by 7 a.m. to- 
day. Our labour reporter adds that 
this condition Is unlikely to -be met 
because the works committees 
would want approval by a general 
meeting of the men, and this is hard- 
ly likely to be arranged before nine 
o'clock.

Cabinet team on stand-by 


Jerusalem Pest Staff 

A special ministerial committee, 
headed by Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, was on stand-by last night to 
deal with developments in the fester- 
ing ports crisis. At a meeting yester- 
day afternoon, the committee — 
which had been appointed at the 
Cabinet meeting only a few hours 
earlier — adopted a "wait and see" 
attitude to allow settlement efforts to 
run their course before taking action. 

At Its regular Sunday meeting, the 
Cabinet first rejected a proposal — 
by Minister without Portfolio Gideon 
Hausner — that the army take over 
the ports. It then appointed toe com- 
mittee, headed by Rabin and in- 
cluding Hausner, Justice Minister 
Zadok, Transport Minister 
Gad Ya'acobl, Agriculture Minister 
Aharon Uzan, Finance Minister 
Yehoshua Rablnowits, Labour 
Minister Mo she Bar&m, and Health 
Minister Victor Shemtov. 

Main opponent of the Hausner 
proposal in toe Cabinet was Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres, who said 
that the army does not involve Itself 
In domestic matters. The situation in 
the ports is not similar to that in the 
administered territories, where the 
army and the military governor are 
charged with responsibility for 
domestic affairs. Other ministers at 
the Cabinet meeting took a similar 
view, and Hausner found himself in a 
minority of one when the vote was 
taken. 

No one, not even Mapam 
ministers, spoke in favour of the port 
workers in the Cabinet yesterday. 

The Cabinet first heard a report on 
developments from Ya'acobl. The 
strike is not only harmful, but also Il- 
legal, he said, adding that the 
workers would not receive pay for 
, the days they struck, and that the 
government would not negotiate with 
them. 

Negotiations were being handled 
by the Histadrut, Ya'acobl said, 
which does not support the workers 
wage demands. The only payment 
the dockers will receive, the 
Histadrut told the Cabinet will be the 


possible increase granted to in- 
dustrial workers. 

At its meeting yesterday, the 
special committee heard a report 
from Ports Authority director Yitzhak 
Rahav, who said work yesterday went 
at a faster pace than Friday's perfor- 
mance (20 per cent of normal), but 
was still far below capacity. 

Bar am spoke of "drastic methods" 
that might have to be applied If "God 
forbid," the Histadrut failed to per- 
suade the dockers to return to work. 
In a radio Interview shortly before 
the dockers' meeting with the 
Histadrut last night, he did not 
specify what these "drastic 
methods" might be, but stressed that 
he was firmly opposed to Hammer's 
proposal to call in the army. 

Baram indicated that the 
ministerial team had deliberately 
held back from taking any action 
yesterday afternoon In order to give 
the Histadrut a chance to impose its 
authority on the strikers. 

"We don't want to Impede the 
Hlstadrut’s efforts," he said. But If It 
failed, the Government would have 
to take the Issue into Its own hands 

The strike was "unspeakable,” he 
added, and "should not be forgiven, 
even if the men now go back to full 
work." But he did not want to create 
a "lynch atmosphere" or "annoy" 
the dockers and for that reason 
preferred not to discuss In public the 
options open to the Government. 

Rabin last night defended the 
Government's record In the ports 
strike. 

He told an Israel Radio reporter: 
"The Government did everything 
which was expected of it. While the 
Issue was in Labour Court, the 
Government waited. When the 
Labour Court got no results, we 
Issued back-to-work orders. Now we 
are seeing that these orders sire im- 
plemented. If. things don’t work out 
now, we shall have to look for way s to 
ensure full and regular operation of 
toe ports. The responsibility rests 
with the Government, as the 
employer, through the medium of the 
Ports Authority."

Yehoram Gaon’s fiancee loses 
court bid for immediate wedding 


Orna Goldfarb of Haifa, who is two 
months short of 17 — the legal age 
for marriage — yesterday lost her 
! Supreme Court bid to he allowed to 
wed 87-year-old singer Yehoram 
Gaon immediately. 

The Haifa District Court last week, 
after examining the grounds for 
waiving legal bars to marriage — 
such as pregnancy — had found no 
cause for taking action. The three- 
justice panel yesterday upheld this 
riding. 

The singer’s attorney told the 
Supreme Chart yesterday that the 
singer met the girl six months ago, 
and that a month ago they decided to 
many, “with her parents’ blessing." 

As Gaon was shout to go abroad on 
a singing tour, he had decided to bold 
the wedding quickly, and applied to 
the Jerusalem Sephardic Council to 
register. They referred him to the 
Chief Rabbi, and at that point he 
learned that co u rt permission was 
required. 

After an exchange in which at- 
torney Avraham Nevi’J stressed the 
importance of his client and Justice 


>.Yoel Zussman said he had only 
learned who Yehoram Gaon was 
through asking Ms children, the at- 
torney tried a new tack. The social 
Worker who r epo r t e d on. the case 
(the report remains confidential) 
“had made a supreme effort, beyond 
the ex po rt e d , to prevent this wed- 
ding," he said. 

But Justice Haim Riohn said that, 
the burden of persuasion lay with the

The country, they said, 
waa shaken by irresponsible wage 
demands, and the Government, un- 
able to govern, was giving in again 
and agate. 

"We are heading for a third 
destruction if we do not bring this to 
a halt," one speaker said. "The 
dollars we lose on the export will 
weaken our stand when the U.S. 
applies pressure to withdraw." 

The speakers emphasized that 
they could not really blame the 
dockers, who ware but the most re- 
cent group to join in a “mad dash for 
wage increases by pressure groups, 
each of which was demonstrating an 
utter lack of responsibility." 

Everybody now was coming down 
on the dockers, the speakers noted. 
“But where were we," they asked, 
when the doctors were cutting the 
standard of medical care to press 
their wage claims. "Why did we re- 
main silent when the engineers 
■truck, and the professors and the 
bank clerks? Do we have a moral 
right to confront the dockers?" 


-The participants, who included 
Alignment MKs Seats JosephtaJ and 
Amos Ha da r , decided that option 
directed against the dockers "must 
serve as a warning to everyone in the 
country. We must get up to shock the 
public into realizing that this cannot 
go on ahy longer, ".speakers said. It 
was legitimate, they thought, to 
protect their own interests too.

the gates to Jews who want to return 
to their homeland and reunite with 
their people and their famniea."

A fter informing Israeli authorities 
of his intentions. Mayor Shawa 
received a petition signed by 10,000 
Gaza residents urging him not to 
resign. He then reversed his decision 
and decided to remain In office “un- 
til such time that elections can be 
organized." 

In his letter of resignation 
Husseinl — who represents an op- 
position faction in the municipal 
council — said he has recently felt 
"Increased public opinion against 
the continuation of the council. 

"Those who signed the petition 
represent but a small sector of the 
citizens eligible to vote. I feel it is Im- 
portant to take a stand on this 
issue," Hussein! said. 

Asked to comment on Husselni's 
■resignation Mayor Shawa told The .

Tel Aviv approves record budget

TEL AVIV. — After an acrimonious 
debate which had overtones of pre- 
election campaigning, the Tel Aviv 
City Council yesterday approved a 
record ILL .4b. municipal operations 
budget. 

The 10 members of the LUcud-ILP- 
NRP municipal coalition voted for 
the budget, while the 11 Alignment 
councillors opposed It. Independent 
councillor Avrahaxn Boyar abstain- 
ed. 

The new budget is 44 per cent 
higher than last year's, and includes 
a deficit of IL355m. 

Two opposition spokesmen, Coun- 
cillors Natan Wallach and Halkel 
Ramot, unleashed a strongly worded 
attack against the budget and the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Shlomo 
Lahat. There is no way to cover the 
deficit, they charged. 


Among the projects that the Align- 
ment men criticized were the 
Dlzengaff Circle face-lift, the con- 
version of Cinerama Into a fire sta- 
tion, and the decision to make the In- 
side of Kikar Ha me dins into a gar- 
den rather than build 11 high-rise 
blocks there. 

The addition of 400 employees to 
the municipal payroll, they said, was 
evidence of the administration's 
“wasteful, irresponsible attitude, 
which Is likely to lead to municipal 
bankruptcy." 

In his reply, Lahat asserted that 
his budget is designed to better the 
quality of life in Tel Aviv. The ad- 
ditional employees are not office 
workers, but professionals needed - 
for educational and social work pro- 
jects in slums, sanitation employees 
needed to operate a second daily 
street-cleaning shift, and life guards 
to man two new beaches which will 
be opened this summer, be said.

BANGKOK (Reuter).— The leaders, 
of Saturday's failed coup fix Thailand 
were under military detention here 
last night with their fate uncertain. 

Defence Minister Admiral Sa> 
Ngad Chaloryoo told reporters that 
General Chalard Hlranyasiri, his 
army-major son and three other 
middle-ranking army- officers were 
alive and being held “at a safe 
place;" 

The government, in keeping with 
Thai custom, had earlier announced 
it Was letting the five leave the coun- 
try in exchange for their release of 
two senior generals .they had held 
hostage- 

But Taiwan, to which they were 
booked to fly Saturday night, refused 
to accept them. 

The government appeared to be 
facing a major problem yesterday In 
finding a country to take the five. 
Taiwan, the U.S. and West Germany 
are among countries which have 
taken Thai political exiles In the re- 
cent past. 

Admiral Sa-Ngad did not reveal 
which countries had been asked to 
accept the coup leaders, but said no 
Asian government had agreed to do 
so. He added that the military and , 
police would be investigating the 
coup bid — the police “because 
rebellion la criminal” and the 
military because military ’ officers 
were involved. 


Podgorny, on Zambian side 
of falls, views Rhodesia 


LIVINGSTONE. Zambia (XJPI). — 
Soviet president Nikolai Podgorny 
yesterday visited this southern 
border town to view the spectacular 
Victoria Falls and to get a glimpse of 
Rhodesia on the other, side of the 
yjmhori River, the common boun- 
dary b etween Zambia and Rhodesia. 
‘ Thousands of flag-waving 
schoolchildren greeted the Soviet 
iffiiw on fata arrival bum the capital, 
Lusak a. Armed police and troops in 
camouflage patrolled the rain forest 
around the fails, named by the 19th- 
century British explorer, David 
Livingstone. . 

The Soviet president had a one- 
syllable comment for Rhodesia when 
» Zambian official pointed out to him 
the rooftops of hotels and bu ilding s 
on the other side of the thundering 
falls. “Ah,” he said. . 


Podgorny arrived in Zambia on 
Saturday from Tanzania where he 
began his African tour last week. He 
and Zambian President Kenneth 
Kaunda held discussions on the 
Southern African situation in Lusaka 
on Saturday., 

No details of their Saturday 
meeting were released, but 
diplomatic sources in Lusaka said 
they almost certainly centred on 
Soviet arms supplies to Rhodesian 
black nationalist guerrillas. 

Zambian officials said Podgorny ’s 
visit to the falls had a “symbolic 
significance," since the Soviet Union 
la the main supplier of weapons to 
the black nationalist movements 
fighting . to overthrow the white 
minority government of Rhodesian 
Premier Ian Smith. 


Call for referendum in Rhodesia 


HIGHFIELD TOWNSHIP, 
Rhodesia, (Reuter). — African 
nationalist leader Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa yesterday demanded an 
immediate all-race Rhodesian 
referendum to choose the man to 
lead the country to independence un- 
der black majority rule. 

The bishop, whose United African 
National Council (UANC) claims to 
have the support of 90 per cent of the 
country’s six rnillton blacks, also 
called an white Rhodesian Premier 
Ian Smith to “categorically and un- 


equivocally” surrender \ political 
power and authority to the blacks 
immediately. 

Before a wildly enthusiastic crowd 
of 5,000 delegates at & soccer 
stadium in this African township out-, 
side Salisbury, Bishop Muzorewa 
presented a five-point plan calling on 
Ifeitain to organize the referendum 
to include blacks, whites and 
coloureds, and to convene a con- 
stitutional conference to complete 
details of a constitution for an in- 
dependent Zimbabwe (Rhodesia). 
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Seven die in 
Pakistan 
protest strike 

KARACHI (AP) . — At leant seven 
persons were killed and 27?injured in 
violent Incidents during Saturday's 
nationwide general strike organized 
I by opposition leaders to protest this 
, mouth's election in Pakistan, accor- 
ding to reports yesterday. ' 

A two-hour gun battle between 
police and demonstrators in the 
streets of Ahmadpur Sharkta, a 
Punjab province town some 8po kma, 
northeast of here, left five persons 
dead, informed sources said. Official 
confirmation was not immediately 
available. 

Police opened fire on an attacking 
mob In Khanewal, 130 kma. 
.southwest of Ahmadpur, killing two 
persona, the sources said. 

Afterwards, the army moved in 
and took over control of both towns 
from civil authorities, reports said.' 
Troops already were in charge of 
parts of Karachi and several other 
cities following “politically 
motivated disturbances” in the past 
week.

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No room at the top for Teng 


ONE TEAR AGO Teng Hstao-ping 
was damned in wall posters as one of 
the three great traitors of Chinese 
communism, along with former 
President Liu Shao-ch! and the late 
Defence Minister Lin Plan. Today 
eloquent wall posters call for the 
return of the tough little 
Szechw&nese politician who in 1978 
was brought back from disgrace but 
then sent back to oblivion before Mao 
Tse-tung died last September. 

The way is being prepared for the 
reappearance of the former vice- 
premier. The Chinese are past 
masters at the art of breaking news, 
but there has been only official 
silence about Teng. 

It may be well to point out that 
there has been no formal confirma- 
tion that Hub 'Kuo-feng was ap- 
pointed chairman last year, and this 
was originally attributed to the vin- 
dictiveness of the Gang of Four head- 
ed by CUang Ching, Mao's widow. 
But the clique has been put away and 
the delay is still unexplained. 

The major problem now un- 
doubtedly is Teng’s future role. It is 
generally agreed that Teng is to 
return, but It is the' question of his' job 
placement which is at issue. And fids 
is a sign of foe respect with which 
■this irascible, stubborn and gifted 
veteran is held among Chinese 
leaders. 

THE UPHEAVAL after last Oc- 
tober's arrest of the so-called 


radicals has not yet settled and is un- 
likely to until Teng'a position is 
d rifted. The posters continue sing- 
ing his praises, with Teng’a 
rehabilitation still a much-rumoured 
affair. 

What Hes behind all this verbiage, > 
which to Western minds la so con- 
fused and obscure if not 
superfluous? What accounts tor the 
five-month delay in restoring the 
man who worked so closely with the 
much-admired Chou En-l&i? ■ 

A straightforward reply cannot be ' 
provided easily, given the 
mysterious workings of policy on the 
Chinese mainland, where, even 
foreign diplomats and newsmen are 
so cut off from the mainstream of 
Chinese life and thought. 

Hua, who la sow. on top, pad been 
below Teng before the former vice- 
premier was thrown out last year. 
Hua. however, cannot disregard the 
voices demanding Teng'a reinstate- 
ment. That is because Hua, osten- 
sibly foe boss in I&king, did sot 
e merge sit the summit because he 
possessed a firm power base of his 
own. 

Hua owes bis job to the old guard 
elements such as Defence Minister 
Teh Chlen-ying, now generally 
regarded asNoJZ in Peking. Teh is a 
Teng supporter as are so many of the 
other senior revolutionaries 
associated with Teng in a lifetime of 
struggle.

Proper pH Is Important. 


During World War II. 
American “Flying Fortresses,* * 
crossing the ocean on their way to 
Europe, refuelled at an Air Force 
base on Wake Island, an uninhabited 
atoll in the Pacific Ocean, complete- 
ly without soil. The base's 
groundstaff fed on canned food only, 
became sick with allergic urticaria, 
dsuaed by lack of vitamins. This was 
a difficult problem for the U.S. Air 
Fbrce. 

Prof. Gericke promised to solve it 
by Ms invention — soilless farming. 
He used concrete containers 
(basins) , filled with nutrient solution 
axuLcovered by.wqpden frames with 
a wire net bottom and filled with or- 
dinary^ sawdust. Lettuce, green 
onions, parsley, tomatoes, 
cucumbers, carrots and even 
potatoes were planted In .those 
frames- The plant roots penetrated 
downwards through the wire net and 
reached the nutrient solution in a 
couple of days.' Gericke’s containers 
yielded surprisingly good crops in a 
relatively short time. No more 
allergies were recorded at ' Wake 
after the instalment of hydroponics. 

The formula used by Gerlcke in his 
water culture farm Js also suitable 
today: For, 100 litres of water — 54 
grams of potassium nitrate, also 
called nitrate of potash or saltpetre, 
9.5 grams of calcium nitrate, 14 
grams of treble-superphosphate, 13 
grams of sulphate of magnesia (ep- 
Bom salt) , 1.4 grams of iron sulphate 
and "traces” ( approximately 0.0 
grams) of zinc sulphate, borax, 
copper sulphate and manganese sul- 
phate.

produced in Israel and can be bought’ 
in chemical supply shops.

Vermiculite ( ” natsiW * In 
Hebrew) belongs to the mica family. 
It is a complex of aluminium, 
magnesium and iron silicate.

It is im- 
ported as raw material from South 
Africa and treated (heated to a 
specially constructed steel furnace, 
known as an exfollator) and 
marketed at Habonim village, on the 
highway to Haifa. 

. Vermiculite is completely sterile. 
It contains no viruses of plant dis- 
eases, no seeds of weeds aqd no 
.amoebae. It is • extremely light to 
weight, highly water absorbent and 
has a beneficial, neutral pH (5-7) for 
plantgrowing. 

Vermiculite was first successfully 
.used in plant growing by Maxwell 
Bentley (Johannesburg) in 1961,, 

The vermiculite system is the 
easiest of all methods of hydroponics 
and can be recommended for 
anybody living in a place with no soil 
or bad soil or tor roof gardens, where 
the transport and handling of heavy 
soli is quite difficult and scatters 
dirt. It can be easily adapted, even 
by amateur gardeners, because it Is 
very similar to soil culture. All you. 
have to do is to prepare a container, 
as to soli culture (with drainage 
holes), fill it with vermiculite and 
water it with a nutrient solution. Yon 
will be able to grow everything — 
vegetables, kitchen herbs, flowers, 
cacti and Indoor plants, as in soil, hut 
It is easier, quicker and cleaner.

His idea of 
the foulard detail Is a full-size 
sweater, tied loosely around the 
neck. 

Anne-Marie Beretta showed rafts 
of fabric — jersey wools, knits, 
gabardines.. Huge caped greatcoats 
and tabbed duffles covered up for 
Winter, as did the dresses, all quite 
long and some with tent-large skirts 
and multi-ruffled or caped tops. 

The House of Ecriture turns out 
the bulkiest clothes in town, mostly 
made for jogging and perspiring — 
in nubbly, rough ecru cottons and 
wools or terrycloth. 

The Jousse show was packed with 
buyers: this house’s sportswear is 
mare refined and wearable than 
Ecriture’a “butch” look. Jousse 
showed a “hunting-fishing” line with 
back-belted tweed or gabardine 
shooting jackets over cuffed long 
trousers, or knickers, or even skirts, 
to pretty combinations of blue, 
ochre, camel, sable, khaki or forest 
green. 


Gravel culture 

This method has been practised 
successfully for many years at Kib- 
butz Eto-Gedi and Kibbutz Hafetz 
Halm, as well as in younger 
settlements and private farms to our 
country. It was first described by an 
agronomist, employed by the UN, 
Sholto Douglas (Kalimpong, West 
Bengal, India) to 1949. Concrete 
container-beds, 1 metre wide and 20- 
30m. long, filled with basalt gravel, 
are watered completely 
automatically. An electric watch 
sets the hydraulic pump moving at 
certain Intervals, according to the 
climate, pumping the nutrient solu- 
tion from a nearby underground 
cistern into the containers. 

When the beds are saturated (after 
a short time), the pump stops work- 
ing and the unabsorbed surplus solu- 
tion flows back Into the underground 
tank. The kibbutz farms grow mostly 
cucumbers, sweet and water 
melons, tomatoes, peppers and 
eggplants. One stogie man runs 
those farms of several dunams as a 
part-time job and only forharv eating 
the crops are more farmhands need- 
ed. 

Next week I shall tell you how easi- 
ly you will be able to grow your 
favourite plants in hydroponic sets, 
now produced In Israel.

GROWING WITH SAFED 


(W. Rater) 


SAFED. — “If we really want to In- 
crease the Jewish -population of 
Galilee, we must greatly improve 
the quality of education In the 
region.” says Dov Silverman, chair- 
man of the English Department at 
Safed's Academic High School. 
"Young couples will not move to the 
North In large numbers, no matter 
how many financial Inducements the 
government offers, until they are 
sure their children will have good 
schools to attend.” 

Silverman, who came to Safed 
with his family soon after 
emigrating from the United States to 
Israel in 1972, la working hard to br- 
ing good teachers to the area. Over 
the past few years, he has been 
responsible for placing 12 young im- 
migrant teachers of English in jobs 
in and around Safed. He has worked 
closely with the new teachers, ad- 
vising them on helpful teaching 
techniques, and giving them the sup- 
port and encouragement they need 
to surmount the difficulties they face 
in their first few years, to addition, 
Silverman lectures on teaching 
English at Haifa University and at 
teachers' seminaries In Nahariya 
and Jerusalem. Be speaks to groups 
of prospective Western olim to try to 
convince them to come to Safed, and ' 
has established at Academic High 
School the largest English library in 
the Galilee. (Most of the books were 
donated by Jewish groups from 
Silverman’s native Long bland.) 

“My wife and I chose to live in Saf- 
ed because we believed we could 
make our fullest contribution to 
Israel in a development town, and 
we liked the cool climate.” Silver- 
man says. 

. His first year of teaching English 
in Safed tempered his idealism with 
a heavy dose of reality, but 
strengthened him in his determina- 
tion to improve conditions. “In those 
days,” he recalls, “discipline in the 
schools was so had that new teachers 
usually quit after only a few months, 
and the principals had to bring in 
soldier volunteers, many of whom 
hardly knew any English.” Silver- 
man, a rugged ex-Marine who work- 
ed 18 years for the Long Island 
Railroad, overcame the discipline 
problem in his own classes. But he 
said that he “wanted to create a 
strong English programme and to

bring in better teachers to schools 
throughout the area.” 

Silverman got Ms opportunity in 
his second year at Euni when be was 
made head, of the English Depart- 
ment and later when the Ministry of 
Education made him supervisor of 
immigrant English teachers in the 
area. ' 

“I decided that the fastest way to 
Improve English education in the 
schools was to bring native English 
speakers to the area,” said Silver- 
man. He visited absorption centres 
around the country to recruit 
teachers and helped convince' the 
Sherut La’am programme to send 
volunteer teachers to the North. 
Several of these volunteers stayed on 
in Safed as full-time paid teachers. 

Says Silverman, "Thanks to the 
youth and enthusiasm of these 
teachers, the quality of English in- 
struction has improved markedly, 
and so have the performances of the 
pupils. Nearly lOO per cent of the 
pupils are passing their English ex- 
ams today compared with only 50 
per cent in previous years. About feo 
per cent of the English teachers to- 
day are native English speakers 
whereas there were none before Z 
came. There Is an obvious correla- 
tion between these figures.” 
Silverman meets the immigrant 
teachers once a week at the Safed 
Pedagogical Centre to help them 
with tiieir problems. He told the Poet 
that discipline remains the universal 
chief concern. He counsels new 
teachers to stick to the basics while 
they are asserting their mastery 
over the class. They should allot the 
major portion of each day to gram- 
mar. reading comprehension and 
other basic skills. Once the teacher 
accustoms his pupils to this 
framework, he can begin in- 
troducing creative variations or us- 
ing audio-visual equipment. ' 

One method that Silverman 
himself employs successfully is us- 
ing singing to help teach English. 
Silverman plays his guitar in class, 
and teaches the youngsters 
American and English folk songs, 
changing the words at will to il- 
lustrate grammatical points and 


idiomatic expressions. 

Silverman is optimistic that the 
quality of education will continue to 
improve in the Safed area. ‘The 
level of professionalism has gone up 
'enormously in the last few years,” 
he says. “This Is partly because 
better teachers unable to find Jobs in 
the cities are now coming to the 
smaller towns. But many of the new 
teachers come to places like Safed 
out of a genuine desire to Improve 
conditions. Those who come here 
solely to take advantage of the finan- 
cial Inducements are usually lonely 
and unhappy here. Those who give of ■ 
themselves are received warmly by 
the community.” 

Certain changes in government 
educational policy could greatly 
accelerate the improvement of 
schools in development towns, in 
Silverman's opinion. The first is that 
“teachers willing to work in develop- 
ment areas should get higher 
salaries than their colleagues in the 
big cities.” Another is that im- 
migrant teachers should do at leasta 
six-month paid apprenticeship 
■with an experienced Israeli teacher 
before they begin teaching full-time 
on their own. “Such a training period 
would give the new teachelf an oppor- 
tunity to learn how to relate to 
Israeli pupils and to make bis in- 
evitable quota of mistakes before he 
is fully responsible for tbe success or 
failure of the class.” 

Silverman, his wife Janet, and- 
their two children have put down 
strong roots In Safed. The family 
lives in an old Arab house wMch they 
have completely renovated. Silver- 
man is now at work on a novel about 
the town in wMchhe seeks to portray 
"the incredible continuity between 
the legends of old Safed and the 
town's rebirth in modern times.” 
Says Silverman, ‘‘Safed is a very ex- 
citing place because it retains a 
mystic, ancient quality, and at the 
same time is bursting with a new 
vitality and youthfutoess. 

"But there is a great deal more to 
be done. Four hundred years ago, 
Safed had a population of 80,000, 
twice as much as today. The purpose 
of my book, as of my work with im- 
migrants teachers, is to convince 
young people to come here and take 
part in the challenge of building 
Safed's future.”

■HAIFA. — Excessive centralization 
of economic assets and functions has 
, deprived Israel of most of the plan- 
ning flexibility it needs and has 
made It closer in this respect to 
totalitarian countries than to the free 
states of the West, Likud Knesset 
Member Yitzhak Mbda’i told the 
Engineers Forum here on Friday. 

Mbda’i, himself an engineer as 
well as a lawyer, noted that the state 
jowns B0 per cent of the land. It also 
'controls, directly or indirectly, most- 
essential services — such as elec- 
tricity and water supply, telephones, ■ 
and public transport — and runs 
moat of the capital market and much 
of agriculture, industry, building 
and mining, he said. . 

Nearly the entire gross national 
product of Ha 40, 000m. Is channelled 
through the IL1 26,000m. government 
budget (1976/77), he said. Even If 
defence spending were left out of ac- 
count, government control of the 
country’s economic resources far 
, exceeds that In any, other free 
country. 

In the U.S., he said, the govern-' 


ment budget accounts for less than a 
quarter of the GNP; and in Britain, 
during the present emergency, it ac- 
counts for about one-third. 

As to the Bank of Israel, it oc- 
cupies a central function "un- 
matched by that of any other state 
bank elsewhere. It turns all other 
banks, even the large ones. Into 
satellites. The capital market is In 
the hands of the government. The 
stock exchange here does not carry 
out any function of raising capital; it 
Is a farce and serves only as a source 
of speculation,” he said. 

Furthermore, he charged, the 
state favours certain sectors, such 
as the Hlstadrut and the kibbutzim. 
The latter, until a fewy ears ago, had 
paid Income tax on their Industries 
at "farm rates” of 40 per cent only. 

Mbda'i cited as a typical example 
of lost flexibility the hypothetical 
wish of an industrial worker in' 
Ashdod to move to Hadera, where a 
job awaits him. He faces trouble in 
transferring his pension fund, 
seniority rights, and grade. But even 
if all that is settled, he cannot move 
because he owns a flat which h«« a 
mortgage on it. And in Hadera he 
cannot rent an apartment, as is 
possible in Western countries.

NEW YORK. — A secret CIA survey 
shows that OPEC nations have In- 
vested $34b. in U.S. holdings over the 
past three years, columnist Jack 
Anderson reported on Friday. 

Anderson says some CIA analysts 
fear this huge financial stake could 
Influence U.S. action In any future 
Middle East crisis, and that the 
nation's most Influential financial 
leaders might feel compelled to sup- 
port the Arab cause. 

OPEC nations have entrusted their 
portfolios to the nation's largest 
banks, particularly Chase Manhat- 
tan, Morgan Guaranty, Bank of 
America and New York's Citibank, 
reports the columnist. He adds: 
“Once the Arabs get a hold on a 


banker's pocketbook, his heart and 
mind will usually follow.” 

The petrodollars have been 
channelled discreetly Into the U. S. 
economy, Anderson states. With the 
single exception of the Shah of Iran, 
the oil potentates have been careful 
to avoid purchasing controlling in- 
terests in American firms. 

The rise and fall of the Btock 
market, plus deposit withdrawals 
and other transactions, have reduc- 
ed the value of the |34b. OPEC in- 
vestment in the U.S. by (2b., accor- 
ding to the CIA. 

Anderson says the CLA estimate is 
that the oil-producing nations are 
pumping about 20 per cent of their 
available funds into the U.S.

GAZA. The Gaza strip Military 
Government last week reported un- 
precedented economic growth in the 
Strip since 198S. 

It noted that the 1976 Israel Year- 
book reports a leap in the Gaza 
Strip's gross product from Ha3lm. 
In 1968 to nearly IU. 5b. In 1976. 

Even reducing today's prices to- 
their 1968 level, the Strip’s gross 
product would now be H£20m., com- 
pared with 1968's ID. 31m., the report 
says — a real growth of about 14 per 
cent a year. 

Turning to the per-caplta gross 
product, the .report notes that 
between 1968 and 1975 this rose by 10 
per cent in Egypt, by 26 per cent in 
Iraq, by 29 per cent in Lebanon, by 45 
per cent In Syria — and by 112 per 
cent in the Gaza Strip. 


Another indicator of the rise in the 
Strip's standard of living Is the In- 
crease in ownership of various con- 
sumer products. In 1972, tor exam- 
ple , only three per cent of the entire 
Gaza Strip population owned a gas 
cooker. By the end of 1976 the figure 
had risen to 41 per cent. 

Similarly only two per cent of the 
population owned refrigerators in 
1972; 29 per cent had them by 1976. 
While only three per cent had televi- 
sion sets in 1972, by 1976 there was a 
set in 84 per cent of Gaza homes. 

Since 1968, the number of private 
cars has risen from 1,015 to almost 
4,000, and the number of drivers 
from a little over 9,000 to almost 14,- 
000.

Gazans, compared with one per 352 
In 1968. 


Flat prices may rise at year’s end

A year from now there will again 
be a shortage of flats and prices will 
begin climbing again, Housing 
Ministry officials predict. 

Since 1974 there has been a cons- 
tant drop In home construction, the 
result of Government policy and the 
drop .In Immigration. During the 
period 1971-1973, 175,000 flats were 


under construction, but this number 
dropped by 20 per cent tor the 1974- 
1976 period. 

By the end of last year 70,000 flats 
were on the market, but thin number 
is expected to drop to 50,000 by the 
end of this year, officials say. 

The drop in construction caused 
housing prices to decline by about 
. ten per cent in 1975, and this process 
carried over into 1976.

The estimates of the Bank of Israel 
regarding consumer price hikes this 
year take into account a scheduled 
five per cent increase in the wages of 
industrial workers. 

The Bank of Israel forecast for this 
year's price increases was published 
two weeks ago. However, the bank at 
that time did not stress that in- 
dustrial workers would be getting 
another five per cent wage Increase. 
An analysis prepared by the bank 
shows that due to wage increases in 
the public .sector prices are to go up. * 
by only two per' cent above'the' es- " 
ttmjte of. J&p national, "budget (#5 to xv 
26 per cent tor 1077). 

. The five per cent Increase In the 
wages of industrial workers will add 
another three per cent to prices, ac- 
cording to the document. 

It was learned over the weekend 
that the bank thinks that because of 
the wage Increases the government 
ought to take . counter measures. 
Among these the following steps 


were mentioned: increasing VAT by 
about two per cent; increasing in- 
come taxes and the fees for govern- 
ment services. 

Treasury officials do not seem to 
share the rather pessimistic views of 
the Bank of Israel. According to 
Treasury economists a tour per cent 
increase in wages in the private sec- 
tor will only have a negligible impact 
on prices, perhaps of less than one 
per cent. 

However, according to these 
economists, higher wages will in- 
crease unemployment. Unofficial 
figures for the first two weeks of 
March re veal that unemployment is 
still increasing, as ithas been for the 
last six months”' 

The Treasury refuses to publish its 
analysis of the impact of higher 
wages on the economy. The 
Jerusalem Post learned yesterday 
that the reason for this refusal is that 
the Treasury finds the impact to be 
negligible. -Publication of this fact, 
however, might tend to support the 
salary demands of the workers, to 
which the Treasury is opposed.

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Dayan's ultimatum 


AT THE END of a month in which ha baa mulled over the im- 
plications of tals deteat an the territories issue at the Labour 
. Party's convention, Mbshe Dayan has presented an ultimatum 
to his party. Whether the Labour Party decides to make the ef- 
fort to find a formula that will satisfy Dayan may weU be deter- 
mined by the composition of the new Central Committee which 
will be confronted by its -first major test tomorrow. 

Dayan has established a reputation for being* a somewhat in- 
constant politician and loner but an astute interpreter of the 
directions in which the wind blows in Israeli politics. The 
foreign policy plank adopted by the Labour Party against. 
Dayan’s opposition ostensibly speaks of readiness for territorial 
concessions on the West Bank in exchange for Arab readiness 
for full peace. Dayan's interpretation, which seems closer to the 
truth, is that the Labour Party has in effect signalled a muted 
legitimation of such concessions in exchange for something far 
short of peace. No one in the Labour Party, or in the other 
mainstream parties for that matter, believes In the Imminence 
of peace, with or without territorial concessions on the West 
Bank. What is feared is American insistence on an extension of 
a Slnal-like agreement to the West Bank, with Israel conceding 
territories, the Arabs conceding empty phrases and the 
Americans paying for IsraeU concessions with money, 
hardware and guarantees of political and military support In 
case of renewed Arab attack. 

Dayan fears that given suitable American pressures the 
government would be prepared to concede West Bank 
territories in exchange for such promises. To this he ts un- 
alterably opposed. His problem is how to maximise the effect of 
his opposition, given the devaluation of Ms political status. 

He has the alternative of leaving the Labour Party now and 
running for the Knesset In a bloc with the Likud or separately. 
Or he can decide to stay in Labour, run for the Knesset, on its 
list, and then threaten to lead a group of Labour hawks out of the 
party If and when a demand for West Bank canceasfons 
materialises. 

The feasibility of the first alternative is uncertain and might 
lead at best to his election and that of one or two supporters an a 
separate list. The second alternative is unpalatable because It 
xntiiflu g unning under false colours. 

The third alternative Dayan has Chosen is that of giving the 
Labour Party a chance to tone down the implication of Its plat- 
form decisions of last month and return to the tndeeislvenesa 
which It espoused as policy since 1969 in the absence of an 
urgent need for a dear decision. 

Mr. Rabin is reported to be adamantly opposed to acquiescing 
In Dayan's ultimatum that he repeat an earlier promise to go to 
the country again if the need for territorial concessions arises as 
a reality. But this is before the hawks among Rabin's supporters 
and especially Golda Meir and Israel GaUli have brought their 
weight to bear. 

It may well be that the issue will have to be brought before the 
new Central Committee. There It is still uncertain which side 
would win. Dayan was defeated on his foreign policy motions by 
a narrow vote in the Convention in which only 1800 out of 8000 
delegates voted. He has apparently decided to take the gamble 
of trying Ms power in the party once again before resorting to 
either of the two less palatable alternatives. 

The entire affair involves a dilemma for hawks and doves 
alike. From the point of view of clarity on the Issues it would be 
desirable for the Labour Party to resist Dayan’s move. Then the 
voters would know better where the party stands , though it 
might cost votes. Those with more hawkish sentiments in the 
party and out can legitimately prefer Dayan to remain in 
Labour as a potential time-bomb, whose very presence would 
strengthen a Labour government’s bargaining power, by 
narrowing Its room for manoeuvre in negotiations.

conflict is causing grave harm to the 
economy. The IDF is Intended for 
security tasks alone, and its soldiers

There £T no place 
for such a proposal In a democratic 
regime." 

In the name of workers' solidarity, 
the paper calls cm toe dockers to 
resume full-scale work at once.

For that niffO, which would (paid 
out gross) double the Port 
Authority's expected deficit this 
year and split open every signed 
collective agreement In toe country, 
the dockers are prepared to 
sabotage the nation's export- drive, 
reject the policies of Israel's elected 
government, thwart the will of the 
workers* elected trade union move- " 
ment, violate their own freely- 
negotiated labour contract, and defy 
a legal injunction issued by a court of 
law. 
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Why this frenzy? Because they had 
been — or thought they had been 
deceived. It happens repeatedly. 
Labour disputes are sparked Inmost 
cases by feelings of indignation. 
That emotion is the dominant im- 
pulse behind the sequence of slow- 
downs, sanctions and walkouts 
which plague toe public sector. It 
has become the hard-core problem 
In Israel's labour relations. 

The deceiving process begins after 
the general collective agreements 
have been officially concluded. 
There are two such agreements,, 
negotiated nation-wide, patiently 
and argumentatively, by the 
Histadrut with the employers and 
the Government respectively. Once 
the two agreements are 
ceremoniously signed, that should be 
an end to wage bargaining, at least 
for toe two-year period of the con- 
tracts. 

But It is not an end; it Is a begin- 
ning. Before the ink has dried on. 
these solemn undertakings, the first 
letter arrives at the office of toe Gfcvil 
Service Commission, by registered 
mao, stating what salary rise toe

SOLAR ENERGY 

To the Editor q f The Je rusalem Boat 

"Sir, — In your editorial" "Nuclear 
issues" (March 8), you state that 
"sun and wind offer no viable alter- 
native In the forseeable future.” 

I believe that this Is a misconception 
based on the relatively slow progress ‘ 
of solar energy research during the 
last decade.. The solar electric cells 
-now on the market are made from 
Jarge single crystals of silicon and 
cost more than 8150 a square metre. 
Therefore, although, in principle 
solar energy is free and plentiful, toe 
amortization of the original capital 
investment makes it at present more 
expensive than other forms of 
energy. 

This situation changed drastically 
during toe last year. Scientists at the 
University of Delaware under the 
leadership of John D. Me akin have 
created a cadmium sulfide cell 
costing _only 81.12 per square metre 
and able to convert 7.8 per cent of toe 
sun’s energy Into electricity. This 
• work is now continued under ERDA 
( En ergy Research and Development 
Administration) and according to 
the assistant administrator of 
ERDA, Robert 3. Hirsch, this 
achievement puts the solar energy 
programme well on Its way toward 
meeting Its 1980 target of developing 
cells with 10 per cent efficiency and 
by 1980, the solar cells may already 
compete with fossil fuels. 

When one takes into account that 
building the nuclear power station in 
NiUanim will not be completed 
before 1989, the above-mentioned 
target date of 1986 is certainly within 
the "forseeable future."

The hew claims are, of course, 
firmly rejected — constituting as 
they do a breach of the collective 
agreement. A dispute breaks out, 
which .develops info a strike. The 
Government, caves in. It. signs a 
specific agreement (with toe depart- 
. meat or section concerned) in order 
to placate- the strikers. . 

As soon as that happens, whether 
the specific agreement is with toe 
fax officials or toe nurses or toe 
Ministry of Communications or 
whomever, a wave of angry resent- 
ment spreads immediately over all 
other workplaces, which had con- 
tented themselves till now with the 
wage adjustment provided in the 
general agreement. 

Once again — toe outcry goes — 
we have been taken for a ride. The 

- collective agreement is not worth the 
paper It is written on. All those who 
accepted it in a spirit of loyalty and 
discipline are befog punished. They 
are denied the wage rise that others, 
with louder voices and sharper 
elbows, managed to . extract. The 
‘person who does not strike Is a 
sucker. Society rewards the bold, the 
unprincipled, those who knowhow to 
grab when the gra bbing is good. 

- That Is how the crisis evolves.. The 
first group to infract the collective 
agreement sets in motion a chain- 
reaction which works Itself through 
. toe salaried labour force. When the 
last groups in this long sequence get 
. their bonus too, the first disputants 
_ — those who Initiated this rigmarole, 
with their registered letter to toe' 
Civil Service Commissioner — * 
realise tost they have really got 
nothing, that they are back where 

- they started. The ground Is laid for 
toe next nmad of (each time more in- 
dignant, each time more extremist) 

. wage demands. 

There are two possible methods of 
interrupting this vicious circle. 
First, monopolies are not permissi- 
ble, whether to businessmen or trade 
unionists. Wherever they exist, they 
should be broken up. No clutch of 
private persons should be allowed, 
for whatever reason, to wreck a por- 
tion of the national life. Secondly, the 
authorities must be brought to stand 
up against the pressure of the Illegal 
strike. 

Many active and militant workers 
groups do not have a monopoly. 
Egged’s last strike ran up bafflfogiy 
against the competition of the taxi, 
the commercial van, the private car. . 
But the dockers are in sole control. ' 
All they have to do la take gooda 
from a truck, and place them into a 
ship’s hold. Those few yards, 
between dockside and cargo vessel, 
are their exclusive domain. . 

The stronghold can be dismantled 

- by the simple device of dis- 
tributing the stevedore services 
among toe various interested par- 
ties.* The Citrus Marketing Board 
should be allowed to. do its own 


porterage, also the Dead Sea Woi

Other monopolies can be tack 
differently. Customs officials a 
hold make-or-break control over 
flow 'of commodities.

to buttress their flagging zesolut 
One method would be to focorpoi 
the collective agreement, after i 
' signed, into the law of the land, a 
to make it really binding. To loty 
new claim would be to court abt 
with the law. 

. Of course, exceptions must 
allowed. There are always empk 
groups, who have been left bents 
toe wage race (as seems to I 
happened to sections of the dvfl 
vice this time). They should be 
to submit their cl&lxna. But 
settlement must be subject to tht 
prove 1 of the Voluntary Arhftrj 
Board, under Judge Berenaon. 

The Board would be charge 
disallow any departure from 
stipulations of toe general collet 
agreement.
